INTRODUCTION        ^ ^  i^ 

This  report  covers  the  thirtieth  year  for  whicn^feis^of  £^i^*^ceptions  have 
been  issued.  During  the  first  year,  the  fiscal  year  1914,  a  Total  of  1,456  inter- 
ceptions were  recorded.  The  highest  number  in  any  list  is  81,592  for  the  fiscal 
year  1940.     Interceptions  for  the  thirty-year  period  total  more  than  600,000. 

The  records  summarized  in  this  report  mclude  pests  intercepted  in,  on,  or  with 
plants  and  plant  products  (1)  imported,  (2)  offered  for  but  refused  entry,  (3)  held 
as  ships'  stores,  etc.,  and  hence  not  imported  through  customs,  (4)  offered  for 
entry  for  immediate  export  or  for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in 
bond,  and  (5)  in  domestic  shipments  between  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
mainland. 

Determinations  of  collections  made  near  the  close  of  the  preceding  year  are 
included  with  data  for  the  current  year.  In  addition  to  routine  reports  and 
determinations  by  the  personnel  of  this  Bureau,  considerable  information  is 
supplied  by  State  and  customs  officials.  Staffs  of  specialists  maintained  by  the 
States  of  California  and  Florida  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  determine  most  of 
the  interceptions  made  there,  and  specialists  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
determine  a  large  part  of  the  more  difficult  plant-disease  material. 

The  scientific  names  of  insects  are  checked  by  specialists  in  this  Bureau  and 
those  of  hosts  and  fungi  by  specialists  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  to  make 
sure  they  conform  to  the  appropriate  international  rules  of  nomenclature. 

The  alleged  origin  of  plant  materials  cannot  be  verified  in  all  cases,  especially 
under  present  conditions.  Obviously  doubtful  items  are  usually  omitted  but  if 
of  particular  interest  may  be  listed  as  of  unknown  origin. 

The  factors  affecting  the  nature,  number,  and  source  of  interceptions  under 
normal  conditions  are  too  complicated  for  ready  and  satisfactory  analysis.  Hence 
the  effects  of  war  on  the  interceptions  cannot  be  stated  in  specific  terms  with  any 
assurance  of  accuracy.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  in  the  list  of  inter- 
ceptions for  1940  nearh^  13.6  percent  of  the  interceptions  in  the  main  detailed 
table  were  from  Europe,  for  1941  only  1.9  percent,  and  for  1942  only  1.7  percent. 
For  1940  the  interceptions  from  Japan  v.ere  nearly  2.2  percent,  dropping  to  1.6 
percent  for  1941  and  to  0.16  percent  for  1942. 

Among  the  factors  affecting  the  interceptions  made,  in  addition  to  the  virtual 
elimination  of  receipt  of  plant  material  from  Axis-held  territory,  are  reduction  in 
plant  pest  control  measures  and  curtailment  of  plant  pest  inspection  services  in 
foreign  countries;  limitations  on  shipping  space  and  routes;  and  transfer  of  large 
groups  of  our  population  to  other  countries.  These  factors  and  others  correlated 
with  them  undoubtedly  affected  the  interception  records. 

NOTES  ON  INSECTS  INTERCEPTED 

FRUITFLIES 

Anastrepha  fraterculus  was  intercepted  at  New  York  in  orange  in  stores  from 
Brazil.  A.  fraterculus  (?)  was  taken  at  New  Orleans,  New  York,  and  the  In- 
spection House  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  coffee  and  oranges  in  mail  and  stores  from 
Brazil.  The  Mexican  fruitfly  {A.  ludens)  was  intercepted  71  times  in  oranges  in 
baggage,  quarters,  and  stores  at  Brownsville,  El  Paso,  Fort  Worth,  Galveston, 
Hidalgo,  Laredo,  and  Presidio,  and  49  times  in  9  other  hosts  in  baggage,  cargo,  and 
stores  and  in  6  empty  refrigerator  cars  at  El  Paso,  all  from  Mexico.  The  Mexican 
fruitfly  was  also  taken  twice  in  oranges  in  baggage  at  Brownsville  from  Guate- 
mala. The  West  Indian  fruitfly  {A.  momhinpraeoptans)  was  intercepted  6  times 
in  mangoes  in  baggage,  quarters,  and  stores  from  the  American  Virgin  Islands, 
Haiti,  Jamaica,  and  Puerto  Rico.  A.  serpentina  was  taken  6  times  in  mamey  and 
sapodilla  in  baggage  and  quarters  from  Guatemala  and  Mexico.     The  Mediter- 
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raiiean  fruitfly  {Ceratitis  capitata)  was  intercepted  twice  with  grapefruit  and  mangoes 
from  Hawaii  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa.  C.  capitata  (?)  was  taken  at 
Newport  News  and  New  York  in  grapefruit  and  oranges  in  cargo  and  stores  from 
Mozambique  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 

INSECTS  OTHER  THAN  FRUITFLIES 

The  citrus  blackfly  (Aleurocanthvs  woqlumi)  was  intercepted  on  leaves  of  Citrus 
sp.  from  Cuba  and  orange  from  Mexico.  Pineapples  from  Mexico  were  infested 
with  Alpheias  conspirata  (Galleriidae).  Anaphothrips  orchidaceus  and  A.  orchidii 
(Thripidae)  were  taken  on  orchids  from  England.  Aonidiella  comperei  (Coccidae) 
arrived  on  pomelo  from  Thailand.  Brachyrhinus  arcticus  (Curculionidae)  was 
taken  in  sod  from  Iceland  and  Scotland.  Bruchidius  incarnatus  (Bruchidae) 
infested  lentils  and  fava  beans  from  Egypt.  Bruchus  dentipes  (Bruchidae)  was 
intercepted  in  fava  beans  from  Arabia  and  Iraq.  The  turnip  gall  weevil  (Ceufo- 
rhynchus  pleurostigma)  was  taken  in  rutabagas  and  turnips  from  England.  Clerada 
apicicornis  (Lygaeidae)  arrived  with  Lilium  sp.  from  Bermuda.  Potatoes  from 
New  Zealand  were  infested  with  Colobicus  parilis  (Colydiidae).  Conotrcahelus 
aguacatae  (Curculionidae)  was  found  in  avocados  from  Mexico.  Cyphosterna 
hicolor  (Cerambycidae)  was  intercepted  in  bamboo  from  Mexico.  The  rhodo- 
dendron whitefly  (Dialeurodes  chittendeni)  was  taken  on  rhododendron  leaves  from 
England.  Epicaerus  cognatus  (Curculionidae)  infested  potato  from  Mexico. 
Epilachna  varivestis  (Coccinellidae)  arrived  with  lettuce  and  string  beans  from 
Mexico.  Epinotia  opposita  (Olethreutidae)  was  taken  in  Phaseolus  sp.  from 
Mexico.  Cattleya  sp.  from  Venezuela  was  infested  with  Eurytoma  orchidearum 
(Eurytomidae) .  The  West  Indian  sweetpotato  weevil  {Euscepes  postfasciatus) 
was  intercepted  in  sweetpotatoes  from  Barbados,  Brazil,  Cuba,  Peru,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  Trinidad.  Frankliniella  insularis  (Thripidae)  was  taken  on  Rosa  sp. 
from  Bahamas  and  Dominican  Republic.  Gnorimoschema  gudniannella  (Gele- 
chiidae)  arrived  with  peppers  from  Mexico.  Hoplandrothrips  xanthopoides  (Phlaeo- 
thripidae)  was  found  on  orchid  leaf  from  Colombia.  String  beans  from  Mexico 
were  infested  with  Laspeyresia  leguminis  (Olethreutidae),  L.  splendana  was 
taken  in  chestnuts  from  Portugal.  Lepidosaphes  alba  (Coccidae)  was  intercepted 
on  Manihot  sp.  from  Peru.  Lixus  mucronatus  (Curculionidae)  arrived  with 
celery  from  Portugal.  Macrosiphum  ruhiellum  (Aphiidae)  was  taken  on  buds  of 
Ruhus  sp.  from  England.  Marava  wallacei  (Labiidae)  was  found  with  wheat  from 
Australia.  The  East  Indian  bean  pod  borer  (Maruca  testulalis)  infested  string 
beans  from  Cuba  andMexico.  Micrelus  ericae  (Curculionidae)  arrived  with  heather 
from  Scotland.  Corn  from  Mexico  was  infested  with  Moodna  bisinuella  (Phy- 
citidae).  Mordellistena  cattleyana  (Mordellidae)  was  intercepted  in  orchid  leaf 
from  Mexico.  Nasutitermes  cornigera  (Termitidae)  arrived  under  bark  of  log 
from  Mexico,  with  Caesalpinia  sp.  (log)  from  Nicaragua,  and  with  orchid  plant 
from  unknown  locality.  Odonaspis  saccharicaidis  (Coccidae)  was  found  on  sugar- 
cane from  Mozambique.  The  yam  weevil  {Palaeopus  cosflcoUis)  was  taken  in 
sweetpotatoes  from  Jamaica  and  Trinidad  and  yam  from  Cuba.  The  pink  boll- 
worm  {Pedinophora  gossypiella)  was  intercepted  in  cotton  bolls  from  Mexico  and 
Trinidad,  cottonseed  from  Egypt,  Mexico,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and 
seed  cotton  from  Cuba  and  Mexico.  Carrots  from  England  were  infested  with 
Phyllotreta  vittula  (Chrysomelidade).  The  carrot  rust  fly  {Psila  rosae)  arrived 
with  carrots  from  Algeria,  England,  and  Morocco,  parsnips  from  England  and 
New  Zealand,  and  turnip  from  England.  The  coffee  berry  borer  {Stephanoderes 
hampei)  infested  coffee  beans  from  Tanganyika.  The  mango  weevil  {Sternochetus 
mangiferae)  was  taken  in  mango  seed  from  Hawaii.  Targionia  sacchari  (Coccidae) 
was  intercepted  on  ginger  rhizome  from  India.  Tetramorium  simillimum  (Formi- 
cidae)  arrived  with  Dioscorea  sp.  (yam)  from  St.  I^ucia.  Thrips  angusHceps 
(Thripidae)  was  intercepted  on  cabbage  from  Morocco. 

NOTES  ON  PLANT  DISEASES  INTERCEPTED 

It  may  be  noted  that  citrus  canker  (Bacterium  citri)  interceptions  dropped  to 
one  for  the  year,  and  lima  bean  scab  (Elsinoe  phaseoli)  from  Cuba  is  missing  from 
the  list.  In  spite  of  the  scarcity  of  banana  shipments  and  the  limited  inspection 
they  receive,  the  destructive  banana  leaf  spot  (Cercospora  musae)  was  intercepted 
25  times.  The  bulb  and  stem  eelworm  (Ditylenchus  dipsaci)  was  intercepted  half 
a  dozen  times.  Sweet  orange  scab  {Elsinoe  australis),  Australian  citrus  scab 
(E.  fawcettii  scabiosa),  and  citrus  black  spot  (Phoma  citricarpa)  were  intercepted 
during  the  year. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  entries  are  for  organisms  new  to  the  interception  files, 
and  numerous  others  were  intercepted  frbm  additional  countries  of  origin  or  on 
additional  hosts. 
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COMMON  PESTS  INTERCEPTED 

Most  of  the  pests  found  during  the  inspection  of  plant  material  are  readily 
recognized  as  species  already  well  established  in  this  country.  Representative 
samples  of  such  forms  are  taken  rather  frequently  and  checked  to  make  sure  that 
similar  forms  not  yet  established  are  not  being  overlooked.  Records  are  made  of 
a  part  of  the  findings  of  some  of  these  common  pests  and  are  summarized  in  this 
report  to  give  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  work.  The  numbers  following  the 
names  of  the  pests  indicate  the  number  of  countries  of  origin  included  and  the 
number  of  interceptions  recorded. 

INSECTS 

Common  insects  intercepted  10  or  more  times,  and  recorded,  included  Acan-

bromeliae  (2-13),  Ephestia  cavtella  (8-12),  Etiella  zinckenella  (1-16),  Gnorimo- 
schema  operculella  (12-226),  Heliothis  arrnigera  (5-9,591),  H.  virescens  (2-160), 
Hippodamia  convergens  (1-27),  Howardia  biclavis  (9-12),  Keiferia  ly  coper  si  cella 
(1-7,673),  Laphygma  exigua  (1-137),  L.  frugiperda  (1-477),  Lasioderma  serricorne 
(6-37),  Lepidosaphes  beckii  (22-104),  L.  ulmi  (2-14),  Murgantia  histrionica  (1-92), 
Myzus  persicae  (7-11),  Oryzaephilus  surinamensis  (7-18),  Parlatoria  pergandii 
(9-17),  Pinnaspis  minor  (5-22),  Plodia  interpunctella  (3-25),  Pseudococcus 
adonidum  (4-27),  P.  brevipes  (7-23),  P.  citri  (5-24),  Rhizoglyphus  echinopus  (7-44), 
Saissetia  hemisphaerica  (10-90),  S.  oleae  (11-19),  Selenaspidus  articulatus  (16-40), 
Sitophilus  oryza  (8-14),  Stegobium  paniceum  (6-12),  Thrips  tabaci  (6-11),  Tri- 
bolium  castaneum  (10-18),  Typhaea  stercorea  (10-35). 

In  addition  to  the  listed  species  of  common  insects,  there  were  4,170  intercep- 
tions belonging  to  474  different  species  which  were  not  deemed  to  be  of  sufficient 
importance  from  the  plant-quarantine  viewpoint  to  warrant  listing  them  by 
species.     Total  of  common  insects  interecepted,  29,523. 

DISEASES 

Common  plant  diseases  intercepted  10  or  more  times,  and  recorded,  included

fulvum  (2-42),  Colletotrichum  circinans  (3-733),  C.  gloeosporioides  (14-728),  C. 
lindemuthianum  (4-78),  C.  orchidearum  (8-18),  Diplodia  natalensis  (8-43),  Elsinoe 
fawcettii  (13-38),  Erysiphe  graminis  (3-14),  E.  polygoni  (1-156),  Gloeosporium 
limetticolum  (12-42),  G.  musarum  (2-22),  Helminthosporium  allii  (7-1,915), 
Heterodera  marioni  (8-29),  Mycosphaerella  brassicicola  (6-24),  Oospora  citri- 
aurantii  (7-60),  0.  lactis  parasitica  (6-43),  0.  pustulans  (3-10),  Penicillium 
digitatum  (9-53),  P.  italicum  (7-17),  Phoma  destructiva  (4-69),  Phomopsis  citri 
(12-27),  P.  vexans  (6-12),  Puccinia  allii  (S-12),  P.  graminis  (12-44),  P.  purpurea 
(1-19),  Rhizoctonia  solani  (19-755),  Rhizopus  nigricans  (17-802),  Sclerotinia 
sclerotiorum  (11-28),  Sclerotium  oryzae  (7-17),  Sphaceloma  fawcettii  (18-23), 
Spondylocladium  atrovirens  (11-25),  Ustilago  zeae  (1-24),  Venturia  inaequalis 
(10-41),  Verticillium  cinnabarina  (12-46). 

In  addition  to  the  listed  species  there  were  recorded  532  interceptions  of  72 
other  species  of  common  pathogens,  making  a  total  of  16,691  recorded  intercep- 
tions of  common  diseases. 

INCOMPLETELY  DETERMINED  PESTS 

Many  of  the  pests  found  by  inspectors  cannot  be  determined  because  they  are 
new  to  science,  or  the  material  is  inadequate  or  is  not  in  condition  or  in  the  right 
stage  to  make  an  accurate  determination  possible. 

INSECTS 

Among  the  incompletely  determined  insects  intercepted  during  the  year  were 
the  following  fruitflies:  Anastrepha  sp,,  probably  fraterculus,  taken  at  Baltimore, 
Brownsville,  El  Paso,  Laredo,  and  New  York  in  grapefruit,  mango,  orange,  peach, 
and  pear  from  Argentina,  Canal  Zone,  Mexico,  and  Trinidad;  Anastrepha  sp., 
probably  ludens,  at  Laredo  in  railway  car  from  Mexico;  Anastrepha  sp.,  probably 
mombinpraeoptans,  at  Laredo  in  mango  from  Mexico;  Anastrepha  sp.,  perhaps 
striata,  at  Laredo  in  guava  from  Mexico;  Anastrepha  sp.  at  Brownsville,  El  Paso, 
Laredo,  Miami,  New  York,  San  Diego,  and  Tampa  in  grapefruit,  guava,  mango, 
orange,  and  roseapple  from  Argentina,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Guatemala, 
Jamaica,  Mexico,  and  Trinidad;  Ceratitis  sp.,  probably  capitata,  at  Newport  News 
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in  orange  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa;  Ceratitis  sp.  at  Miami  in  orange  from 
Africa  (army  transport) ;  Dacus  sp.  at  Newport  News  in  vegetable  marrow  from 
the  Union  of  South  Africa;  Epochra  sp.,  probably  canadensis,  at  El  Paso  in  currant 
from  Mexico;  Rhagoletis  sp.,  probably  cingulata,  at  St.  Albans  in  wild  cherry 
from  Canada;  Rhagoletis  sp.  at  Brownsville,  El  Paso,  Laredo,  and  St.  Albans  in 
husk  tomato,  red  haw,  walnut,  and  wild  cherry  from  Canada  and  ]\Iexico.  Four- 
teen interceptions  which  could  not  be  identified  beyond  family  (Tephritidae) 
were  taken  at  El  Paso,  Hoboken,  Laredo,  Newport  News,  New  York,  and  Norfolk 
in  Celtis  tala,  Celtis  sp.,  husk  tomato,  orange,  and  walnut  from  Mexico,  the  Union 
of  South  Africa,  and  Uruguay. 

In  addition  to  the  incompletely  determined  fruitflies  the  following  miscellaneous 
insects  of  special  interest  were  intercepted:  Acanthoscelides  sp.,  probably  sub- 
muticus  Sharp  (Bruchidae),  at  El  Paso  in  radish  from  Mexico;  Acrolophus  sp., 
Bear  fervidus  Busck  ( Acrolophidae) ,  at  San  Juan  with  the  roots  of  Cattleya  gas- 
kelliana  from  Venezuela;  Agriotes  sp.,  probably  obscurus  L.  (Elateridae),  at 
Boston  in  sod  with  sand  ballast  from  Scotland;  Anaballus  sp.,  apparently  ampli- 
collis  Fairm.  (Curculionidae),  at  Hoboken  in  seeds  of  Adenanthera  sp.  in  soldier's 
mail;  Anaballus  sp.,  probably  amplicollis  Fairm.,  at  New  York  in  sandalwood 
seed  in  soldier's  mail;  Anacentrinus  sp.,  probably  deplanatus  Csy.  (Curculioni- 
dae), at  Brownsville  and  Laredo  in  sugarcane  from  Mexico;  Baris  sp.,  possibly 
laticollis  Marsh.  (Curculionidae),  at  Baltimore  in  turnip  from  Portugal;  Brachy- 
rhinus  sp.,  probably  rugosostriatus  (Goeze)  (Curculionidae),  at  Blaine  in  soil 
around  miscellaneous  plants  from  British  Columbia;  Bruchus  sp.,  near  luteicornis 
111,  (Bruchidae),  at  Philadelphia  in  vetch  from  Portugal;  Bruchus  sp.,  near 
rufipes  Hbst.,  at  Baltimore  in  vetch  seed  from  Portugal;  Calendra  sp.,  very  near 
phoeniciensis  Chttn.  (Curculionidae),  at  Nogales  on  spinach  from  Mexico; 
Calligrapha  sp.,  near  diver sa  (Stal)  (Chrysomelidae),  at  El  Paso  with  mustard 
from  Mexico;  Centrinaspis  sp.,  near  picumnus  Hbst.  (Curculionidae),  at  Laredo 
on  chrysanthemum  from  Mexico;  Centrinaspis  sp.,  near  tonsilis  Boh.,  at  Laredo  in 
corn  from  Mexico;  Coccotrypes  sp.,  possibly  rolliniae  Hopk.  (Scolytidae),  at 
Hoboken  in  Euterpe  sp.  seed  in  soldier's  mail;  Curculio  sp.,  probably  elephas 
Gyll.  (Curculionidae),  at  Baltimore  in  chestnut  from  Portugal;  Diabrotica  sp,, 
near  longicornis  (Say)  (Chrysomelidae),  at  Brownsville  with  cut  flowers  from 
Mexico;  Dialeurodes  sp.,  possibly  glomerata  Singh  (Aleyrodidae),  at  Boston  on 
fig  leaf  from  Queensland;  Eudalus  sp.,  probaly  setosus  Lee.  (Curculionidae),  at 
Brownsville  with  peanuts  from  Mexico;  Heterobostrychus  sp.,  probably  brunneus 
(Mur.)  (Bostrichidae),  on  African  mahogany  from  Gold  Coast;  Hypnoidus  sp., 
near  guadriplagiatus  Champ.  (Elateridae),  at  Laredo  on  orchid  from  Mexico; 
Leperisinus  sp.,  probably  oleiperda  (F.)  (Scolytidae),  at  New  York  on  oak  from 
England;  Micrapate  sp.,  near  sericeicollis  Lesne  (Bostrichidae),  at  Nogales  in 
bamboo  from  Mexico;  Neodryocoetes  sp.,  near  hoodi  Blkm.  (Scolytidae),  at  San 
Francisco  in  courbaril  seed  from  Venezuela;  Psylliodes  sp,,  probably  chrysocephala 
L.  (Chrysomelidae),  at  El  Paso,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia  in  turnips  from 
England  and  Mexico;  Rhynchites  sp.,  near  auratus  Scop,  (Curculionidae),  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  in  Prunus  sp,  seed  from  Iran;  Stephanoderes  sp.,  near  fiebrigi 
Hopk.  (Scolytidae),  at  Hoboken  in  Triplaris  sp,  seed  from  Peru;  Tetralicia 
sp,,  possibly  rotunda  J.  Baker  (Aleyrodidae),  at  Nogales  on  Grecian  laurel  from 
Mexico, 

In  addition  to  the  incompletely  determined  insects  listed  above  there  were 
4,296  interceptions  which  could  be  identified  to  genus  only.  These  were  dis- 
tributed among  627  different  genera,  A  total  of  93  could  be  determined  to  family 
and  subfamily  only. 

Total  of  incompletely  determined  insects  intercepted,  4,501. 

DISEASES 

Incompletely  determined  plant  diseases  intercepted  during  the  year  included 
Ceratostomella  sp.,  Cercospora  sp.,  and  Helminthosporium  sp.  on  husk  tomatoes 
from  Mexico;  Diplodia  sp.  on- eggplant  from  Puerto  Rico;  Helminthosporium  sp.
